MOND IN THE SCAPA FLOW, Orkney 


Islands, July 30.—(Special Cable Dis: 
patch).—Like three huge grey geese 
drifting into a hunter’s blind, out of 
the haze of the late afternoon, the 
American round-the-world flyers 
dropped into a little sheltered cove 
in the Scapa flow at 4 o'clock. They 
are now anchored in sight of the 
asts «of the sunken German warships 

Rear Admiral Magruder, of the 
Richmond, stood on the bridge of the 
flagship watching their arrival On 
the Cove, American motion picture 
operators had their tripods planted 
since early morning. A few residents 
of the little town of Kirkwall, tea 
miles away, had thelped them keep 
the long vigil. 


Captain Cotton of the Richmond 
immediately sent a ship's boat to 
bring the flyers aboafd the flagship. 
Two boats with fresh fuel were 
waiting in the cove for the flyers. 


The planes came in a “V” shape 
formation—one in front and the other 
two flying abreast a little way behind. 
The officers watched them pass direc- 
tly over the cruiser and_ silently 
waved their hands in greeting. 

The flyers made the trip from Hull, 
400 miles, in less than six hours. 
The sun was shining over Scapa 
flow as they came out of the haze 
flying low. 

ThesRichmond, which arrived early 
this morning, had been keeping look 
out all day for the flyers. No word 
having reached the ship of their de- 
parture from Hull, the watchers had 
almost given up hope that they would 
get in today. Major Davidson, assist- 
ant military attache of the American 
embassy in ‘London, Lieutenant Com- 
mander Leighton of the Richmond, 
and one of the Navy’s flyers who {s 
a member of Admiral Magruder’s 
staff, went ashore early, picked out 
the cove for the landing, and made ar- 
rangements for fuel boats.
